PRE-STRESSED LIFT-SLAB Campus News 
CONSTRUCTION USED 


IN 


Editor’s Note: This is the second of three articles describing 


the construction methods and layout of three new buildings of a 
$900,000 building program in progress during SAC’s fortieth year. 
By Lorraine Elam 


Carpenters are tqday constructing the wooden forms for the tilt- 
up walls of the gymnasium described in the October 22 issue of El Don. 
Steel columns for the science building are in the process of fabrication. 

The ground floor, the second floor, and the roof of the science 
building will all be poured in succession, one directly over the other. 

To speed up operations a vacuum curing process will be used on 


the second floor and roof slabs. As 
mixing water will be removed from 
the concrete by vacuum pads that 
will be placed over the entire sur- 
face of the freshly poured con- 
crete, and a suction pump will re- 
move 60 per cent of the water in 
a few minutes. The cement finish- 
ers will be able to go to work on 
these slabs within 35 minutes from 
the time they are poured. 


60 Tons Pressure 


The second floor and roof slabs, 
each composed of two sections will 
be pre-stressed with steel cables 
criss-crossed every. 18 inches. Each 
cable will be made up of‘ seven 
one-quarter inch wires, and a ten- 
sion of 60 tons pressure is applied 
to each cable and held there by the 
tension blocks. 

Twenty-four steel tubular ¢ol- 
umns-29 feet high are next set in- 
to the wall foundations. Then be- 
gins the lifting operation of the 
roof and second floor slabs. Ten 
men will handle the entire opera- 
tion in four days. There will be two 
lifts, and each lift will consume 
two days’ time. The lifting, is done 
by hydraulic jacks placed on top of 
the steel columns. 


1,500,000 Ibs. Lifted 

The roof section will first be 
lifted 11 feet, then the roof sec- 
tions will be attached to the sec- 
ond floor sections, and a million 
and a half pounds of steel and con- 
crete lifted until the roof is level 
with the tops of the 29 foot col- 
umns. Certified electric welders 
then come in and weld the lifting 
collars to the steel columns. 

After the lifting operation is 
completed wooden forms will be 
erected, and the exterior walls will 
be poured in place. 


First and Second Floors 
The first floor will have two 
lecture rooms 30x40 feet each. 
ne of these lecture rooms. will 
ave a maple floor and the rows 
of. chairs will be arranged at dif- 
ferent levels so that everyone will 
have a clear view of the lecture

first floor will be two class rooms, 


a large geology laboratory, and.

The second floor will have a 
laboratory for advanced chemistry, 
one for orgnic chemistry, a physics 
laboratory, and a drafting room. 
There will be four offices and a 
library in addition to the photo- 
graphic laboratory consisting of 
two dark rooms and five printing 
rooms. 

George Kobayashi, structural 
engineer from Architect Gimeno’s 
office said in an interview today, 
“we are convinced that the com- 
bination of pre-stressing and lift- 
ing of flat slabs is the answer to 
the problem of getting better and 
stronger buildings for tesc money.”

A RICH HISTORY OF SERVICE AND SUCCESS 


: “Five years ago Studio A was the Student Union,” Dr. Daniel C. McNaughton reminded incredulous ; 
freshmen today as he compared the present-day facilities of Santa Ana College with those of early years 


when the small student body shared.the campus at Santa Ana High School, after 1915. oe 
The new high school campus with its three classic-style two-story buildings, a ‘real showplace in its 


day, had been completed in 1912. E. H. McMath was the high school principal and Dana King Hammond the : 


dean of the college. 


The college catalogue of that day shows on 


history, philosophy and languages. 
The present curriculum has nearly 
150 courses in 15 major fields. The 
faculty of 11 in 1915 has grown to 
nearly 50 today. There were 26 
students that first year, new there 
are 835, with an additional even- 
ing’ division enrollment of more 
than 2000. 


Adult Program Expands 

Evening = Division classes now 
are parf’ of the college program 
but adult education was a separate 
agency and closely. linked with the 
high school in the earlier days. It 
is recalled that classes in French 
were exceedingly popular in the 
1918 era as the result of World 

ar I. 
«The administration of high 
school.and college were separated 
in 1922 when Santa Ana voters 
approved creation of the Santa 
Ana Junior College district, gener- 
ally following Santa Ana’s city 
limits. The enrollment at that time 
was 166. 


Word “Junior” Dropped 

It was not until 1947 that the 
word “Junior” was dropped from. 
the name, as in most other two- 
year colleges, to permit a broader 
designation of its functions in the 
community. 
. The year 1933 is an important 
date in college history. because the 
disastrous earthquake damaged the 


~ “high school campus so severely that 


the buildings were condemned. 
Classes were combined in the usa- 
‘ble’ high school. rooms until a 
“temporary’’ campus could be pre- 
' pared at 10th and Main Streets, 
one-time early high school plant, 
and later a junior high. 
10th And. Main Campus 
The block-square campus (now 
the’ site of Buffums’ store) still 
a two-story brick building 
which was“commandeered for of- 
fices, library, some labs and class- 
rooms. Bungalows were jammed in 
and assemblies- were conducted 
variously in the Baptist, Congre- 
gational Church and _ Willard 


Junior High School at 10th and © 


Main. 

Some.classes were conducted in 
the Board of Education building, 
(lately the Filter Center) across 
‘the. streét. Women went north to 
Lincoln School for their physical 
education work; the men used the 
YMCA and the Municipal Bowl. 
Classes were held in the old school 
buildings behind the Baptist 
Church at Sycamore and Church

While the facilities were crowd- 
ed, Dons of ‘that era enjoyed col- 
lege life and the advantages of a 
separate home, even though scat- 
tered. With the coming war years, 
enrollment dwindled .and-hit a low 
spot of 259 in 1942, the year that 
Mr. Hammond retired. - ~ 

His assistant, Journalism In- 
structor John H. McCoy, was nam- 
ed director and-served until 1947, 
When H. O. Russell, head of the 
science department, started _ his 
two-year work as interim direftor. 
Dr. Daniel C. McNaughton, who 
founded Palomar College, joined 
the staff as director in 1949. 


1946 Bond Issue 


McCoy is credited with 
the momentum which 
brought a successful bond issue in 
1945 to build a new junior college 
plant. But before the building pro- 
gram could start, College Hall at 
10th and Main was condemned by 
state engineers and ordered vacat- 
ed, 

More bungalows were jammed 
onto the parking lot of the Board 
of Education for temporary use 
while the 48-acre campus at 17th 
and Bristol streets was being pur- 
chased and partially cleared of cit- 
rus trees. ~ 


Army Barracks Arrive 


Army barracks buildings from 
the old Santa Ana Army Air Base 
were moved to the‘south border of 
the campus, modernized, and con- 
verted into classrooms and labor- 
atories. Then the college was shift- 
ed to the dusty site while the Alli- 
son Honer Co. started the million- 
dollar building program. 

Four classroom buildings and 
administration units’ were ready 
by 1948 and the Student ‘Union 
followed the next year. But an in- 
crease in building costs prevented 
completion of the gymnasium, lib- 
rary, duditorium and fine arts. 

_ Temporary Buildings 

The “temporary” buildings were 
continued in use as laboratories, 
library and vocational buildings, 
and while not too attractive archi- 
tecturally, provided good quarters 
for classess. They will be removed 
gradually as the expansion pro- 
gram continues. 

The California style brick build- 
ings soon were surrounded by at- 
trattive landscaping to give Santa

1953 Bond Issue « 
‘ The Honer Company crews came 
back to SAC this summer to begin 


‘ work on a gymnasium and science 


building, authorized in a 1953 
bond issue. The gym will have 
more than 2400 permanent seats 
around the main floor for basket- 
ball, plus classrooms, special equip- 
ment rooms, team <renang rooms, 
t ties in 
with existing physical education 
dressing rooms for men and 
women, and is adjacent to the ath- 
letic field and parking areas. 
Next to the gym on 17th street 
the natural science building, a two- 
story structure to house chemis- 
try, physics, geology, efigineering, 
and photography is under con- 
struction. Future plans call for 
the life sciences and engineering. 
Plans are nearly completed for 
the third unit under the 1953 vote 
— College Hall — to _ include 
speech, music, and a 500-seat aud- 
itorium.

The 1922 annual was dedicated 
to Jennie Lasby, astronomy in- 
structor whose 27 years of college 
service enriched the lives of all 
her students. It was she— later 
Mrs. John Tessman—who helped 
the late Clyde Bishop set up his 
excellent eight-inch telescope and 
observatory on Lemon Heights, 
which Don students used on field 
trips until the Bishop family do- 
nated the observatory to the col- 
lege in 1935. It was moved to the 
high, school campus and still pro- 
vides astronomy students with a 
wonderful asset for their classes. 


At the suggestion of Mrs. Robert 
Northcross, then dean of women, 
the name‘of the yearbook was 
changed from Algol to Del Ano 
in keeping with adoption of Span- 
ish traditions by the college in 
1928. Mrs. Northcross also sug- 
gested the name “El Don”’ for the 
college newspaper, and the name 
“Dons” for SAC students. 


El Don Serves SAC 


El Don is observing its 30th 
birthday this year. The name was 
changed to a Spanish theme in 
1928 and has stood for top-rank- 
ing college journalism through the 
years. Highest All-American hon- 
ors were won regularly and the 
department under Mr. McCoy 
brought many innovations. Carl 
Venstrom has carried on the. high 
standards as El Don advisor and 
ex-SAC journalists have made 
noteworthy successes. : 

The Spanish theme also gave the 
daily bulletin the name of El 
Diario and last year the alumni 
miniature newspaper, El] Donito, 
was founded.

Game With Storybook Finish

Last Friday’s 25-20 Don victory over the Orange Coast Pirates 
at the Santa Ana Bowl was a clash both teams would probably like to 


forget as quickly as possible. 


The contest started sanely enough with a puntless, passless, fum- 
bleless first quarter. Coast racked up 6 points on their first series of 
plays, after running the kick-off back to the SAC thirty-eight. They 
drove down to the nine, then, with a fourth and 5 facing him, right- 


half Mike Haas scooted across the 
goal. 

With a string of through-the- 
middle , plays, the Dons plowed 
their way to the Pirate forty-three 
from their own two. But at this 
point they bogged down and Coast 
took over, bringing the ball back 
across the mid-field line before the 
end of the quarter. 

Play fluctuated between the 
SAC forty-eight and five for the 
first dozen plays of the second 


(quarter. Then finding’ their runn- 


ing attack being checked by the 
Don line, the Bucs tried a new ap- 
proach to the goal-line door — the 
forward pass. 

Lawler Ties Score 

Center Ed Lawler picked off the 
first attempt and romped three- 
fourths the length of the field for 
the score-tying TD. 

After the kick-off Coast’s ground 
game again failed. They booted to 
the SAC thirteen where it was 
fumbled by the Dons and recovered 
by the Pirates. 

The defense tightened. Coast, 
finding they had not gained an 
inch in three plays, tried to break 
the tie with a thirteen yard field 
goal. It was short. 

Ward’s gridders could get no- 
where when they were again pre- 
sented with the ball. A 35 yard 
punt was returned by Coast to the 
Don thirty-eight. An aerial to half- 
back Dave Pridham on the first 
play caught the Don defenders 
flat-footed; he carried it across un- 
molested. The conversion was add- 
ed, and the half ended with Coast 
out in front 138-6. ; 

Second Half Comeback 

The Dons were quick to retaliate 
in the second half. They brought 
the play immediately into the 
Pirates’ back-yard, but appeared 
to bog down again on the twenty- 
eight. On fourth dewn, however, 
quarterback Tom Baldwin hit 
George Gumbrecht with a touch- 
down pass. Then Wade Davis made 
SAC history by kicking the PAT, 
tying the score again. 

Play was concentrated between 
the fifty and the Coast twenty- 
five for the next five minues, then 
the Dons got a break. 

A bad pass from center to the 
Pirate punter put the ball 2 yards 
from the goal, the Dons in control. 
Baldwin went over on the second 
try, putting the Red and Black 


ahead for the first time. 

Coast worked into SAC territory 
in determination to regain the lead, 
but the quarter ended with the 
‘Dons in possession on their own 
forty-four. 

The curtain lifted on the nervous 
fourth period with the Wardmen 
attempting a couple of passes, both 
of which failed, then forced to 
punt. 


Pirates Lead Again 

The Pirates were pushed back 
to their ten before their attack 
began to blaze. Wih the aid of a 
first-down-giving penalty, they 
pushed*up to their thirty. Haas 
carried again. The nex€ play start- 
ed from the SAC 'thirty-two. Three 
running plays netted the Bucs 6 
yards, but a pass on fourth down 
to end Avery Adair netted them 6 
points. The conversion -set them 
ahead by a point. id 

Long smashes by Len Zelinka 
and Roy, Stephen put the Dons in 
scoring range on the Coast twenty- 
two with slightly more than half 
the quarter to play. But that’s all 
the farther the Wardmen could 
penetrate. A 

Coast took over, suffered a 
blocked quick-kick, but recovered, 
then booted out to their own forty. 

A Don pass from Baldwin to 
Jerry Sullivan gave the locals 
another opportynity on the Pirate 
eighteen. From there, with the 
valuable last few minutes quickly 
clicking off the Pepsi-Cola score- 
board, they could go nowhere. A 
desperate fourth down pass was 
intercepted.

Then came the once-in-a-decade

Coast tried to run out the clock 
in their series of downs, but found 
themselves a fourth and 9 posi- 
tion with fifty seconds remaining.
